ATARI’S FUTURE 

Many have asked me how much 
longer Atari Corp. will be able to 
survive in the marketplace of the 
90's. I can t really say. The economy 
everywhere is in bad shape and none 
of us can really know what the 
immediate future holds. Everyone 
has hope that things will eventually 
improve. We Atari 8-biters, however, 
must face the grim reality about the 
future of our beloved computer. 
Things are never going to improve 
for the Atari 8-bit computer. We 
can t even hope that things will stay 
as they are now. One would have to 
be living on a different planet not to 
know that the popularity of the Atari 
8-bit is in a state of steady decline. 

DECEMBER 31st! 

Faced with this reality, it’s with 
sadness that I am having to 
announce that BELLCOM will no 
longer be offering its Atari 8-bit 
suppoa after December 31st. In 
other words. BELLCOM’s Atari 8-bit 
library service will be closing on 
DECEMBER 31st. 1993. and any 
orders we receive after that date will 
have to be returned to the sender. 1m 
sorry, but the continuing shortage of 
orders has made it very clear to me 
that I must take this step at this time. 
As much as we d all like to see the 
8-bit library continue, this simply 
isn’t possible. 

Although the initial order response 
to SUPPLEMENT #1 was steady, and 
the future looked hopeful, support 
quickly dropped off in April. Less 
than 400 customers had responded 
with an order by April 30th. Since 
then, the number of orders received 


has hit an all lime low. In fact, there 
have been a couple of weeks recently 
when no orders were received at all. 
The bottom line is. therefore, that 
things simply can’t go on as they are. 

This hasn't been an easy decision 
for me to make. Supplying software 
for the Atari 8-bit has been a big 

P art of my life for the past 7 years, 
ve spent hundreds of hours care¬ 
fully searching through customer’s 
submissions, club libraries, and BBS's, 
and then reviewing thousands of 
programs in an effort to locate the 
best Public Domain and Shareware. 
In many cases I've had to de-bug the 
programs and write the documen¬ 
tation. It's truly been a labour of love 
and I am really going to miss it. No 
other computer 1 acquire will ever 
take the place of my Atari 8-bit. 

Some have asked why I don’t 
operate the Atari 8-bit library on a 
part-time basis. The reasons are lime, 
space, and money. If I decide to 
create a world class library for the 
Macintosh computers and/or become 
involved in desktop publishing, then 
it’s going to require my full-time 
effort. Also, to house additional 
equipment and disk cases for a 
library that’s barely able to support 
itself is just not practical. There’s 
only so much room, and it must be 
used for profitable projects. 

Some have also asked if I would be 
willing to sell either BELLCOM or the 
BELLCOM 8-bit library by itself. I’m 
sorry, but 1 have no plans to sell. 
BELLCOM itself is not closing, just 
the library. If I were to sell the 
business or permit someone else to 
market the BELLCOM library, then I’d 
have to sell the BELLCOM name 
along with it. and this I simply won't 


do. Besides, it would be much chea¬ 
per for someone to simply start up 
their own Atari 8-bit library service. 

KEEP YOUR ATARI 

By the way. the BELLCOM library 
may be closing, but that’s no reason 
for you to trade in your Atari. I’d 
hate to see that happen. The InfoDisk 
lists a number of companies and 
publications that still support the 
Atari 8-bit. There are still a few 
Atari user groups which maintain a 
small 8-bit following. And. there is 
still time left to order a quantity of 
BELLCOM Theme Disks to round out 
your collection. You might consider 
ordering enough Theme Disks so 
that you could give yourself 2 or 3 
new disks per month over the course 
of the next year or so. It would be a 
good way to keep your Atari alive 
and it would help me to recover the 
cost of this final mailing also. 

And so. the final hour for the 
BELLCOM library has arrived. All in 
all. it has had a good run. From its 
small beginnings in my living room 
seven years ago. BELLCOM grew to 
become the world's largest Public 
Domain service supporting the Atari 
8-bit computers. Over the years I’ve 
shipped my Theme Disks to over 40 
countries around the world. For 
many Atari users living in remote 
areas. BELLCOM became the next 
best thing to a user group. I even got 
to know many of you through your 
phone calls and letters. It’s that 
personal contact with other Atari 
8-bit users that I’ll miss the most. I’ve 
said it before and I’ll say it again. 
Atari users are the best. 

Thanks again for everything! 


A POSSIBLE ALTEPNATIVE 


Some feel the library should be 
preserved. If anyone feels strongly 
enough about preserving Atari 8-bit 
software, then they should consider 
starting their own part-time library 
service. For less than the cost of 
buying an existing business, all you 
would have to do is purchase a 
selection of quality program disks 
and either market them or distribute 
them through your user group. 
Remember, all programs contained 
on the BELLCOM Theme Disks are 
either Shareware or in the Public 
Domain, and may be freely copied. 

The only stipulation to using our 
disks is LJhat the software must not 
be advertised, distributed or sold 
under the BELLCOM name. Also, the 
BELLCOM MENU must be removed 
from disks that contain it. and be 
replaced with one of your own (use 
CREATER. on Theme Disk #674 to 
make up your own custom menus). 


BELLCOM is a registered company. 
Anyone distributing software under 
the BELLCOM name, or advertising 
disks as being BELLCOM disks, is 
breaking the law and subject to 
prosecution. Please let me know if 
you see any group or individual 
using the BELLCOM name other than 
myself, so that I can take appropriate 
action. Please understand, I am not 
trying to be mean. I am simply 
protecting my company's good name 
and hard-earned reputation. 

For those who want further informa¬ 
tion on how to start their own library. 
Td recommend that you get my new 
soon-to-be-published manual on that 
very subject. It will help you to avoid 
many of the pitfalls.

Those who wish to either start a 
library or complete their software 
collection, may purchase any quan¬ 


tity of Theme Disks prior to our 
closing on December 31st. The best 
deals I can offer on quantity orders 
are those listed on the New 1993 
Order Form. The price quoted for 
quantity orders of 20 or more Theme 
Disks is the lowest price I can sell 
them at and still get paid for my time 
and materials, especially as shipping 
charges escalate dramatically on 
large orders. Believe me. I’d love to 
be in a position to offer them to you 
at a lower price, but I don’t like 
working for nothing, and I am sure 
that you don’t either. Right? 

By the way. for anyone wanting to 
obtain an entire set of Theme Disks, 
the offer in the ODDS & ENDS 
section of this Supplement is ideal. 
Just $1.00 per Theme Disk. But act 
fast, as there is only one of each set 
available, and lime is running out.

MEMORIES 

I am surprised and flattered to hear 
that some of you have kept all the 
BELLCOM Catalogues that I sent to 
you over the years, and that you now 
regard them as part of your collec¬ 
tion of Atari memorabilia. For me. 
each Catalogue represents a mile¬ 
stone in the time l ve had my Atari, 
and serves to remind me of people, 
places, and events. While looking 
through one yesterday, certain pro¬ 
gram titles caught my eye and I was 
able to recall some of the great limes 
I spent sealed at my Atari enjoying 
those programs, either alone or with 
friends I’m sure that you also have 
fond memories of the times spent 
with your Atari, and ! hope that my 
Catalogs and Theme Disks have 
added to your enjoyment. 



BELLCOM started out in 1986 

by offering Atari users a simple 
disk-based Catalogue which featured 
110 Theme Disks Although 110 
disks does not seem like a lot now, 
back then it represented a sizeable 
library for the Atari 8-bit computer. 
The Catalogue disk was mailed in a 
yellow cardboard folder which pro¬ 
vided disk loading instructions and a 
handy check list of the Theme Disks 
available. A mini-description of every 
program file was contained on the 
disk. The price of a BELLCOM 


Theme Disk in 1986 was listed as 
6.95 CDN (4.95 US), and a Custom 
Disk was 9 95 CDN (6 95 US). 

CUSTOM DISK 

It was also back in 1986 that 1 also 
offered customers the option of pur¬ 
chasing a ’Custom Disk" whereby 
he/she could select individual pro¬ 
grams of choice to fill the disk. 
Although it was said by many to be 
innovative at the lime, it proved to 
be neither popular nor practical, and 
the “Custom Disk” was discontinued 
prior to 1989. 

1988 

In 1988 I took a big step forward 
and published a printed Catalogue 
for the first time. Some of you may 
recall receiving the little green Cata¬ 
logue in the mail. It’s camera ready 
copy was printed on my old Atari 
1025 printer, so its appearance was 
somewhat primitive when compared 
to today’s standards. Nevertheless, 
its 55 pages featured 225 Theme 
Disks and it proved to be immensely 
popular. Thousands of copies were 
mailed out to Atari owners all over 
the world. 

1989 

My next Catalogue was published in 
1989. It was bright yellow, contained 
31 pages, and featured over 350 
Theme Disks. This lime around, I 
used my new Atari Mega ST2 and 
Epson LQ-500 printer to prepare the 
camera ready copy. The Timeworks 
Desktop Publisher program worked 
so well that I was able to feature 
much more information on fewer 
pages, and I received many compli¬ 
ments on the Catalogue’s more pro¬ 
fessional appearance. 

1990-91 

The period from 1990 to 1991 was a 
very busy time for BELLCOM and I 
simply couldn’t find the time to 
prepare a complete new Catalogue. 
By this time, we were receiving lots 
of orders, and we were mailing 
Catalogues to Atari users in over 40 
countries around the world. In the 
Summer of 1990, however. I was able 


to publish a 9 page Supplement to 
the 1989 Catalogue. It also had a 
yellow cover and featured over 100 
new Theme Disks, bringing total 
number of Theme Disks to 463. 



1992 


In 1992 I published my latest Cata¬ 
logue. which is still in current use. It 
sports a gray cover, has 31 pages, 
and features over 600 Theme Disks. 
It was quite well received, but over 
the course of the year it became 
apparent that the Atari 8-bit market 
was now rapidly declining. By the 
end of 1992. both ANTIC and ANA¬ 
LOG magazines were ancient history, 
and Atari (Canada) Corp. had closed 
its Canadian office. Atari’s future 
was not looking good. 

1993 

Orders had really started to drop off 
by the start of 1993. As 1 trimmed 
over 1200 Atari users from my 
mailing list. I began to wonder if the 
Atari community still wanted 8-bit 
software. Rather than shouldering the 
cost of re-printing the entire Cata¬ 
logue. 1 decided to mail out Supple¬ 
ments instead. Supplement #1 was 
published in early March, and fea¬ 
tured 71 new Theme Disks. Now. 
thanks to all those who placed an 
order. I’m able to present Supplement 
#2. which features 118 new Theme 
Disks. This brings the total number 
of Theme Disks offered to 792. 
Imagine what it would have been like 
to have had all these great disks 
available back in 1986!
